Finally she lay on her death bed, 
and all was darkness. Dr. Palmer 
was unremittingly in his pastoral 
services. Day after day he read to 
her from the Bible, repeated hymns 
and religious poems that were 
adapted to her condition as he un- 
derstood it, and reminded her of 
the "good works" with which she 
had tilled the years. Still there 
was no light. Finally he saw that 
a great crises in his own lite con- 
fronted him.
